Citizens should raise hell, get the 


debt limit increased, cover the- de- 
ficiency with new bonds, and have 
that missing gold put back in Fort 
Knox.

President 
Leads Tribute 
to War Dead

WASHINGTON, 
(M— 
President 


Eisenhower paid the traditional si- 
lont tribute to tho honored dead of 
America's wirs at Armistice Day 
ceremonies in Arlington National 
Cemetery today. 


The President arrived 
by car 


at the tomb of the unknown sol- 
dier of World War I five minutes 
before the appointed Hour of 11 
o'clock. As the hour struck, tho 
chief executive, his aides and the 
civilian and military chiefs of the 
services- bowed their heads in sil- 
ence for 011.2 minute, facing tho. 
tomb and the city of Washington. 


On bohalf of the; nation the Pres- 


ident placed a large 
wreath of 


yellow chrysanthemums 
at 
the 


base of the tomb and then drew 
back a few paces while the honor 
guard representing all of the serv- 
ices, and 
patriotic 
organizations, 


stood at attention. 


The President left the cemetery 


a few minutes later, just 
befoie 


the mornorlai services in the Ar- 
lington amphitheater. The 
chief 


speaker there was Secretary of 
the Army Robert T. Stevens. 


Overtoning the addresses of na- 


tional leaders who spoke through- 
out the country was the theme of 
a u,ue?t for enduring peace, which 
World Wars I ad II failed to win.
